Appendix 
RULES FOR KERALA DESTITUTE PENSION SCHEME 


1. (i) These Rules may be called “ the Kerala Destitute Pension 
Rules, 1973. (ii) They shall come into force with effect from 1-8-1973. 

2. These Rules provide for the payment of pension to persons coming 
under the following categories: 

(i) Old Age Destitutes. 
(ii) Physically disabled and handicapped destitutes. 

( iii) Widowed destitutes. 
3. Applicability of the Scheme: - This Scheme shall apply to destitute 
persons who are residing within the Kerala State for a continuous period of 
not less than two years immediately preceding the date of application . 

4. Definitions:-In these rules unless the context otherwise requires; 

(a ) Collector , Revenue Divisional Officer , Tahsildar, Revenue 
Inspecior, Village Officer, Corporation Commissioner, Municipal Com 
missioner, Executive Officer of Township Committee , and Executive Officer 
of Panchayat means the Officers so designated within their respective 
jurisdictions. 

(b ) ( 1) Old Age Destitute means a person above 65 years of age 
without any source of income or having only a nominal income below 
Rs. 20 per mensem and who has no relative of and above 20 years of age of 
the following categories : 

(i) Son (ii) Son s Son and (iii) Husband/Wife: 

Provided that he/she will still be deemed to be a destitute if none of the 
above relatives has a monthly income above Rs. 20 . 
Explanation:-Where both the wife and husband are over 65 years of 

age, each of them shall be eligible for a pension if they 
have no other relative of the categories specified above, 
carning over Rs. 20 p . m .. 
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(2). " Physically disabled and handicapped destitute means a pesa 
who is deaf and dumb or blind or Orthopaedically defective and completely 
infirm or permanently incapacitated to earn a living and without any source 
of income or has a nominal income below Rs. 20 per mensem and who has 
no relative of and above 20 years of age of the following categories : 

(1) Father (ii) mother (iii) husband /wife ( iv ) Son : 

Provided that a person with an income below Rs. 20 p . m . will be 
deemed to be destitute if none of the relatives falling within the categories 
specified above is earning an income ofnot more thin Rs. 20 p . m . 

(3) “ Widowed Destitvte" means a person who has lost her husband 
through death , who has not remarried and is withou any source of income 
or has only a nominal income below Rs. 20 per mensem and who has no 
relative of and above 20 years of age of the following categories: 

(i) Father ( ii ) mother ( iii) Son : 

Provided that a person with an income of less than Rs. 20 per mensem 
will be deemed to be destitute for the purpose of these rules, if none of the 
relatives falling within the categories specified above is earning an income 
of not more than Rs. 20 p . m . 
Explanation :-- A woman shall be deemed to be a widow for the purpose 

of these rules if her husband has been continuo isly 
missing for seven years or more and the Tahsildar is satis 
fied by such enquiry as he deems necessary that he is so 

missing . 
Note:-(General) (i) If the relatives of the three categories of desti 

tutes mentioned above are continuously missing for seven 
years or more the destitute applicant shall be eligible for the 
pension if the Tahsildar is satisfied on such enquiry as he 

deems necessary that the relatives are so missing. 
( ii ) A step son will not be deemed to be a Son under these rules. 
5.- Conditions for grant of pension. — (1) Notwithstanding anything 
contained in these rules , no person shall be eligible for payment or conti 
nuous payment of pension if; 

(a ) he/she resorts to habitual begging or 
(b ) he she is convicted of any offence involving moral turpitude or 
(c) he /she is admitted to a poor home run by or with the aid 

of the Government or a local authority , or 
(d ) he/ she is convicted of any serious crime exceeding a prid of 

one year imprisonment. 
Nole:-(1) The w .)rd begging shall have the mºaning assign - 

dit 
under the law relating to prevention of begging for a 
time being in force , 
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( 2) No person shall be digible for the pension , if he /she is in 

receipt of any pension or grant-in -aid under any other 
welfare-scheme instituted by the Central cr State Government 
or by a Local Authority or by any organisation run with 
the aid of the Central or State Government or of a local 

authority. 
6 . Amountof pension . The 

of pension shall be Rs. 25 
( Twenty five) p . m . An additional amount of Rs. 5 (Five) shall be granted 
as pensions if a widowed destitute bas minor child or children . 
Note:- If the applicant is a widowed destitute having minor children 

and is not able to produce satisfactory documentary proof is 
regard to the ave of such children , the Tahsildar may verify 

the age by personal judgement and take a decision . 
7. Mode of application.- (a) Application for pension shall be sub. 
mitted in Form I appended to these Rules in duplicate to the executive 
authority or the local authority of the area viz. Corporation , Municipality, 
Panchayat or Township as the case may be , where the applicant has been 
residing continuously for not less than one year on the date of application . 
The application may be either in printed or in manuscript form . 

(b ) Application shall be submitted in the month of March , April 
and May of each year. Applications received after this period necd not 
be registered in the register of applications but shall be returned to the 
applicant with directious to submit them at the appropriate time. 

(c ) The verification and sanction in respect of all applications 
received in a year 

shall be completed before Ist August of each year. 
The payment of pension shall be once in two months . viz , in the first 
week of January, March , May, July , September and November. 

(d ) In the case of an insane person or a persop who is physically 
incapacitated to sign the application , the applications may be submitted by 
the Guardian . In the case of illiterate applicants , their thumb impression 
shall be taken . 

8. Procedure to be followed by the Executive Officer of Panchayat/ Township , 
Municipality Corporation and Tahsildur.- (1) The Executive Officer of 
Panchayat/ Township/Municipality / Corporation and Tahsildar shall 
maintain, a register of applications received for the grant ofpension in 
form No. II appended to these rules. The Executive Oficer of Panchayat 
Municipality/ Township Corporation shall on receipt of the application 
scrutinise it and verify whether the entries are made properly. For 
purpose of verification he may conduct enquiries personally or through 
sonc responsible officer below him . The enquiry shall be conducted by 
the Executive Officer. 

(2) In respect of applications for oldage destitute pension , if an 
age different from 

that given 

in the School record , Church record or 
National Register of Citizens is accepted by the Executive Authority, he 
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shall record reasons thereof in writing in the applicatiou in Foriu No. I. 
If the name of the applicant is not fncluded in the National Register of 
citizens of the area concerncd or his age mentioned herein do s not tally 
with the age given in the application , the executive authority may verify 
the age from the 

Voters list (published prior to 1-11-1960 ) or from the 
School Admission Register or from the Church Records. In cases where 
the verification of age is not possible as described above, the executive 
authority may direct the applicant to the Medical Officer in -charge of the 
nearest Government Hospital or Dispensary to ob ain a medical cercificate 
of age which shall be issued free of charge. 
Note:-(a ). The age of a person recorded in the school records or 

church records shall be presumed to be correct. 
(b ) The age of a person recorded in the National Register of 

citizens shall be presumed to be correct unless and until the 

contrary is proved. 
(c ) In all other cases the Tahsildar shall exc cise his discretion 

and decide on reasons to be recorded in writing which of the 
records should be relied upon in 

support of the age of the 
applicant. 
(3) While making enquiries into the applications of physically 
disabled and handicapped destitutes, the executive authority may, if deemed 
necessary, direct the applicant 

to the 

Medical Officer of the nearest 
Government Hospital or Dispensary to obtain a medical certificate of his 
incapacity which will be issued by the concerned Medical Officer free of 
charge. 

(4 ) The Executive Officer shall complete enquiries within one month 
from the date of receipt of applicatio 

and frward it with suitable 
recommendation to the Tahsildar . 

(5 ) The Tahsildar shall be the sanctioning authority. He shall 
consider each application with the recommendation of the Executive Autho 
rity and on being satisfied that the applicant is eligible for payment of 
pension under these rules, shall sanction the peu ion . He may alo , il 
necessary conduct independent enquiries before sanctioning the pension . 
The order passed on each application will be con munica.ed by the Tahsildar 
to the applicant, the Accountant General, Tr.vandrum , the executive 
authority concerned and Village Officer concerned in Form No. VIII 
appended to these rules. 
Note. - Where the Tahsildar feels that the operation of the rules relating 

to the relatives will result in the denial of assistance in deser 
ving individual cases, hemay recommend such cases to the 
District Collector, together with full details for relaxation of 
the rules. The Collector will be competent to relax the rules 
relating to prohibited categories of relatives after personally 

satisfied himself of the merits of the case. 
(6 ) The Tahsildar and the Village Officer shall maintain a register 
showing the names of persons to whom pension is sanctioned in form No.II 
appended to these Rules. 
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Nale .-- The pension sanctionalwillhave e Pect from the I of themonth 

in which it is sanctioned . 
9. Mode of Disbursement.-- (i) The amount of 

Destitute Pension 
sanctioned will be remitted by the Tahsildar to the pensioner by M.O. 
without deducting the commission . But when the M.O. has been returned 
due to the fault of the pensioner ( for example, due to the change of address 
of the pensioner which has not been communicated to the Tahsildar in 
time), the M.O. Commission in sending the pension a second time shall be 
borne by the pensioner. In such cases, the amount of pension need be sent 
after deducting the M.O. Commission . 

(ii). Where the destitute applicant who is eligible for the pension 
under the scheme happens to be insane or of unsound mind , or minor, 
efforts should be made to appoint a guardian for him and pension shall be 
given to the guardian so nominated by the Tahsildar. Persons of good 
character and antecedents shall be selected as guardians by the Tahsildar . 
Before the pension is sanctioned an agreement in Form No. IV appended to 
these rules shall be executed by the guardian undertaking to support the 
insane applicant. The agreement should be on stamp paper of the proper 
value. 

10. Intimalion regarding change of residence.- (i) The pensioner shall 
intimate in writing any change in his address to the Tahsildar concerned. 

( ii ) If a pensioner changes his residence to another taluk within the 
State , the Tahsildar who granted the pension shall furnish the details of the 
pensioner to the Tahsildar of the Taluk to which he has shifted his residence 
and the latter shall file such intimation properly. Pension will be granted 
under these Rules only after verification of such intimation . 

( iii) If a pensioner leaves the State and continues to live in another 
State, Pension shall be discontinued from the month in which the pensioner 
leaves the State . 

11. Appeal.- (a ) An appeal against the order passed by the Tahsildar 
shall lie to the Revenue Divisional Officer. The appeal shall be filed within 
30 days from the date of receipt of the Tahsildar s order and shall be accom 
panied by copy of the orders appealed against. 

(b ) The Revenue Divisional Officer shall enter all such applications 
in the register of appeals in Form No. V appended these Rules. He shall 
enquire into the points raised in the appeal petition and pass final orders - 
within onemonth from the date of receipt of the appeal petition in his office. 
He shall specify in his order on the appeal petition the date from which it 
shall take effect. 
Note . - Application or appeal under these rules shall be exempt from the 

payment of court fee. 
12. Power to Review and Revision . - Any pension granted under these 
rules shall be liable to cancellation or modification if it is found that it was 
granted on misrepi esentation or mistake of fact or on account of fraud or 
any procedural irregularity, or any change in the pensioner s personal 


year. 


income. The Tahsildar or the Revenue Divisional Officer or any authority 
superior to these officers will be competent to order such cancellation or 
modification . No such cancellation or modification shall be ordered without 
giving an opportunity to the person who will be affected by such order, to 
show -cause against such order. The person affected by such order shall not 
be liable for refund or any amount received by way of pension . 
Note. The Officer who conducts defective enquiries, which result in 

fraudulent payment or payment to undeserving persons shall be 
held responsible for such payments and the loss sustained by 
Government, on this account is liable to be recovered from 

him . 
13. Duty of Village Officer .-- If a pensioner dies, the Village Officer 
shall report the fact to the Tahsildar soon after the death occurs . He shall 
also make a note of the fact of death in red ink in the register of pensions 
maintained in the Village Office. 
• 14. Verification of eligibility of pensioner. The Tahsildar shall conduct a 
half yearly verification whe her the pensioner continued to be destitute and 
submit a report to the Collector by the 20th of May and November every 

15. Miscellaneous.--- The claim of a widow destitute for the pension , 
sanctioned under these Rules shall cease to have effect on her remarriage. 

16. Pension shall cease to payable from the month in which the 
pensioner dies or from the month in which the fact that the pensioner has 
ceased to be a destitute is known . 

17. Arrears of pension consequent on the death of a pensioner shall, in 
all deserving cases, be granted . The discretion in this regard shall vest with 
the Tahsildar . 

18. Pension under the scheme shall not be liable to attachment under 
any process of law . 

19. The Board of Revenue will be in overall charge of the scheme and 
necessary instructions in regard to its proper enforcement shall be isąued by 
the Board of Revenue from time to time. At the beginning of the financial 
year the Board of Revenue shall allot to the District Collector on the basis 
of population of each District, the amount provided for in the budget for 
payment of destitute pension . The District Collectors in their turn shall 
allot the amount to the Tahsildars under them based on the population of 
each Taluk. The Board shall also prescribe the necessary periodical returns 
for monthly reviewsby the Collector and the Board . 

20. Accounting procedure. — The Accounting Procedure annexed to these 
Rules shall be followed in accounting transactions relating to the Destitute 
Pension . 

21. Supersession .— (1) These rules will supersede all the existing rules 
on the subject. 

(2) Notwithstanding such supersession any pension granted under 
the earlier rules shall be deemed to be pansion granted under these rules 
with effect from the date on which these rules come into force.

be fixed by the Government towards damages shall be recovered from the 
guardian and his properties movable and immovable under the provisions 
o the Revenue Recovery Act or the time bcing in force as thongh they are 
urrears of land revenue and/or in any other manner as the Government inay 
ucem fit .

agreed that in case any oubt or dispute arises regarding the question

In the G.O. read above, Government have ordered that the seniority 
list of Clerks on Rs. 30-75 of the Excise Department as on 27-11-1954 will be 
revised following the principle laid down in G.O.MS. 705 /Rev. dated 
26-10-1964 for fixing the seniority of Clerks on Rs. 30-75 of the Revenue 
Department consequent on the unification of the scales of pay of Rs. 45-75 
and Rs. 30-45 as Rs. 30-75 . According to G.O. MS. 24 /PW dated 15-1-1964 
the ranking of the Clerks in the unified scale of Rs. 30-75 should be as 
follows: 

" Those who had confirmation in the scale of Rs. 45-75 as on 
27-11-1954 should be placed at the top and those who were officiating in the 
scale of Rs. 45-75 should be placed immediately below them . Then thos : 
who had confirmation in the scale of Rs. 30-45 grade should be assigned 
rank and they should be followed by the Officiating Clerks on Rs. 30-45 ” . 

2. In G.O. MS. 705 /64/Rev . dated 26-10-1964 , it was ordered as 
follows: 

" The integrated gradation list of the Land Revenue Department in 
the Travancore -Cochin area as on 1-4-1953 was published ignoring the test 
qualification obligatory for promotion to the post on Rs. 45-75 and above as 
the period of general exemption for passing the obligatory departmental 
tests for promotion was extended upto 26-6-1953. Hence the persons who 
had not got test qualification on 25-6-1953 and who had been nominated to 
post on Rs. 45-75 in the list as on 1-4-1953 should be reverted to posts on 
Rs. 30-45 on 26-6-1953 to provide for their Juniors who were qualified in 
tests on 25-6-1953 . If any of the seniors in the grade of Rs 30-45 got 
qualified in tests and were promoted to posts on Rs. 45-75 before 27-11-1954 , 
the date of the order unifying the scales of pay of Rs. 30-45 and Rs. 45-75 
as Rs. 30-75 , their seniority in the grade on Rs. 45-75 should be restored 
provided their juniors promoted to the posts on Rs. 45-75 were not 
confirmed on the date of their promotion to the grade of Rs. 45-75. 

3. A provisional seniority list of Clerks on Rs. 30-75 of the Excise 
Department as on 27-11-1954 prepared in accordance with the above orders, 
appended to this proceedings, is published for information . Objections, if 
any, should be addressed to the Additional Secretary (Excise ), Board of 
Revenue, Trivandrum so as to reach him within three weeks from the date 
of publication of this list .

Lower Secondary Scholarship Examination. - Similarly candidates who are 
studying in Standard IV of the schools of the State as Ist year pupils who 
have secured a minimum of 60 % marks ( average) in the series of unit tests 
upto the end of the second quarter of the school year or 60 % (average) of 
the first quarterly and half yearly Examinations, are eligible to be presented 
for the L. S. Ś . Examination . But can lidates the aggregate income of 
whose parents is Rs. 1,200 or less per annum will also be allowed to sit 
for the examination if they have secured a minimum of 45 % (average ) in 
the above unit tesis as first year pupils. 
Note : 1. If a pupilis absent in the first quarterly or half yearly examina 

tion or in any unit tests for genuine reasons, the marks obtained 
in the examination in which he was actually present, need alone 
be reckoned . If a pupil happened to be absent for both the ter 
minal examinations or for all the unit tests he need not be 

presented. 
2. Income Certificate issued by a competent authority should be 

obtained from the guardian of the pupil who is to be presented 
under merit-cum -means group. The Certificate should be re 

tained in the school. 
3. On no account should pupils be included under merit -cum -means 

group without receipt of the income certificate from the com 

petent authority .

1. No hing should be noted by the Heads of Schools under the column 
Register Number . The Register Numbers will be assigned by this office. 
No alteration should be made in the Register Numbers furnished from this 
office. 

2. Separate A and B forms of Lower Secondary Scholarship and 
Upper Secondary Scholarship Examination should be used . In no circum 
stances the Upper Secondary Scholarships forms should be used for Lower 
Secondary Scholarship and vice versa. Only printed forms should be used . 
Formswill be supplied from this office. 

3. The name of school from where the pupils are presented for the 
cxamin tion should be noted in the A and B lists in block letters on the top 
at the left hand side together with the name of the Sub District/District and 
Community Development Block in the case of Upper Secondary Scholarship .

The Centre Number should be noted in front of the A list and 
B list specifically. The centre should be chosen at a school within the same 
educational district and in the Community Developincnt Block in the case 
of Upper Secondary Scholarship . No candidate will be allowed to appcar 
for the Examination from a Centre outside the Education District in which 
the candidate is studying. 

5. The language chosen to answer the non -language subjects should be 
noted in column 6 of the A list. 

6. The first language of pupil should be noted in coluinn 9 of the A 
list. ic . M = Malayalam . T = Tamil. S = Sanskrit. K = Kannada. AE = 
Additional English (only for English Medium candidates) A = Arabic . 

7. In the case of Upper Primary Schools and Lower Primary Schools 
the Heads of Schools should prepare the A and B lists as usual. Such lists 
should be certified and countersigned by the Assistant Educational Officers 
and the Heads of Upper Primary and Lower Primary Schools should submit 
them to the Chief Superintendent of the respective centres from which the 
candidates are presented for the Examination . In the case of High Schools 
which are not centres for the S. S. L. C. Examination they should sent the 
lists to the respective Chief Superintendents where the pupils are to be 
presented for the Examination . The Chief Superintendents of the Centres 
should scrutinise the A and B lists of Upper Primery Schools, Lower Primary 
Schools and High Schools which are not centres and forward the list to this 
office with the question paper statement as in the case of S. S. L. C. 
Examination . 

8. No separate lists are to be prepared for Aferit Group and Income 
Group candidates. The A and B lists should contain the names of both 
mcrit and merit -cum -means can lidates. In the case of Merit- cum - incans 
cindidate the words " Merit-cu n -Mcans Bais" should be noted in the 
l emarks column of the list. Particular care should be taken regarding the 
case of Merit -cuin -means candidates. The Heads of Schools should satisfy 
themselves that the income of the guardian of the pupils is Rs. 1,200 or less 
per annum . 

Only such pupils will be admitted under Alerit-cum -1 ſeans. Income 
Certificate should invariably be obtained in respect of all pupils who arc 
included under Merit-cum -means group . 

9. Though a pipil is eligible to be included in the Merit Group accor 
ding to the marks secured by him , he should come under Me: it- cum -means 
groups, if the income of his parents is Rs. 1,20 ) or less per annum . 

10. The amount of incomeof pupils coming under Merit- cim -mcàns 
group should be noted in the appropriate : olumn of the A and B lists. 

Last year several complaints were received from the guardians that 
Heads of some schools and Assistant Educational Officers did not present all 
cligible pupils for the Scholarship Examinations. To avoid such complaints 
and to ensure that all eligible candidates are presented for the examination 
the heads of schools should bestow proper care and attention in the matter, 
sufficiently early . Sufficient number of A and B forms will be sent from this 


office to the Assistant Educational Officers for distribution to the Upper 
Primary and Lower Primary schools under their control. The Heads ot High 
and Training schools will be supplied with the forms direct from this office. 
If, however, the number of forms is found insufficient, the matter may be 
brought to the notice of this office and the required number obtained 
immediately .

the date fixed for the despatch of A and B lists . If any discrepancy occurs 
in the groupining ofthe pupils under Merit basis and Merit-cum -means basis 
the responsibility for the same will rest with the Head of the school 
concerned. 

The time schedule given above should be scrupulously observed ; and 
the Heads of Schools and Assistant Educational officers will be held respon 
sible if the chance of any pupil for appearing for the scholarship Examina 
tion happens to be forefeited , owing to lapses on their part. 

The Assistant Educational officers are also requested to convene a 
meeting of Headmasters of Lower and Upper Primary Schools under them 
and give them sufficient instructions in the matter . A gist of instructions may 
be communicated to the Heads of Lower Primary Schools and Upper 
Primury Schools in Malayalam also .
